FIRST DAY. 



Burlington, Iowa, September 5th, 1883. 

The fortieth session of the Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church convened at the First Church, Burlington, September 5th, 1883, 
Bishop Matthew Simpson in the chair. The session opened at 9 A. M. with de- 
votional exercises and the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper.

They gave satisfactory answers to 
the Disciphnary Qustions, were represented by their Presiding Elders, reported 
on favorably by examining committee, and were admitted to full connection. 

Harvey V. Tull and Boaz M. Boydston were elected to'' Deacon’s Orders. 

B. M. Boydston and W. A. Gibben were also reported to have passed the 
examinations for the third year, and were advanced to' the class of the fourth 
year. 

The Bishop, on behalf of the preachers of the Oskaloosa District, presented 
the retiring Presiding Elder, E. L. Schreiner, with a gold watch. 

The certificate of the transfer of Geo. C. Haddock from the Wisconsin Con- 
ference was placed on file. 
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The special order of the day, the election of delegates to the General Confer- 
ence, was taken up. The Bishop announced that the Conference was entitled to 
three delegates. It was determined that the vote should be by ballot, a majority 
to elect, and if more than three have a majority, the three having the highest 
vote shall be the delegates. The ballots to be written with three names on each; 
any ballot having more than three names to be rejected. 

J. T. McFarland, John Haynes, F. W. Evans and 0. P. Light were appointed 
tellers. The vote was taken and the tellers, with assistant secretary C. L. Staf- 
ford, retired to count the ballots. 

The report of the Committee on the American Bible Society was adopted.

Dr. Vincent addressed the Conference in the interest of the Sunday School 
Union. 

The Tenth Question, “What Local Preachers have been Elected to Deacon’s 
Orders?’’ was called, and George M. Barber, recommended by the Keokuk Dis- 
trict Conference, was favorably reported and represented, and was elected to 
Deacon’s orders.

A ballot was taken for the remaining member and the Tellers retired. 

J. T. Simmons tendered his resignation as Trustee of the I. W. U., which, on 
motion, was not accepted.

Dr. Kynett, of the Church Extension Society, addressed the Conference.

Resolved, That we are opposed to the removal of the limit in the appoint- 
ment of Preachers; and also opposed to the extension of the time that a Preacher 
may continue in the same appointment. 

The question was divided, and that part opposing the removal of the time 
limit was adopted by a vote of 68 to 5. The part relative to extension of time 
! was adopted by a vote of 51 to 15. 

I H. E. Wykoff and H. V. Tull were granted a Supernumerary relation, that 

they may attend Garrett Biblical Institute, and they were invited to return to 
' the active work in the Iowa Conference when through with their studies. 

J. B. Hill was also granted a Supernumerary relation. 

George C. Haddock was granted a location at his own request. 

W. W. Groom, an Elder, was readmitted on his certificate of location. 

A resolution, memorializing the General Conference to do away with the Pro- 
bationary System in the Church, was tabled by a vote of 48 to 26.

A resolution in favor of changing the time of holding the Conference from 
fall to spring, was tabled by a vote of 39 to 21. > 

The report of the Committee on the State of the Church \yas taken up, item 
by item, and adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Freedmen’s Aid was adopted. { 

The report of the Committee on Education was taken up item by item. 

The first item, relating to the employment of an agent for the I. W. U., was 
referred back to the committee, and they were instructed to consult with the 
Centennial Committee regarding the same, and report to the Conference this 
afternoon. The subject was made the order of the day at 3 P. M. i 

The remainder of the report was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Periodicals was adopted. 

The Committee on Education nominated W. H. H. Pillsbury and I. P. Teter 
Visitors to the Garrett Biblical Institute, and they were elected. W. R. Stryker 
was appointed Alternate. 
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The Statistical Report was read. 

A motion prevailed that when we adjourned we adjourn to meet at 2 P. M. 
Report No. 3 of Statistics, was ordered omitted from the published minutes. 
The Conference adjourned by expiration of time. 

0. C . Shelton was appointed to conduct the devotional exercises at the open- 
ing of the afternoon session.

Monday, September 10th, 2 P. M., 1883. 

The Conference convened at the appointed hour, J. B. Blakeney in the chair. 
0. C. Shelton conducted the devotional exercises. 

The mintutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

On motion, the printed Journals were made the Official Records of the Con- 
ference for the approaching General Conference. 

Mrs. C. A. Dunham, by request, presented, for signatures, a petition to be 
presented by her to the General Assembly of the State, for the enactment of a 
law requiring instruction on the character and effects of alcohol on the physical, 
mental and moral nature, to be given in all the schools of the State, supported 
by public money. 

The following resolution, presented by C. F. Williams and T. E. Corkhill, 
was adopted : 

Resolved, That a copy of the resolutions adopted by this Conference, relative 
to the suppression of pernicious literature, be placed in the hands of the Bishop; 
and that he be requested to bring the same before the other Conferences of the 
State for concurrent action. 

Report No. 2, from the Committee on Education, was presented. It was 
taken up seriatim. Early in the discussion, on the adoption of the first item, a 
motion prevailed that the further consideration of the report be deferred until 
the return of the Bishop and the Presiding Elders. A motion to reconsider the 
vote, by which the consideration of the report was postponed, prevailed; and a 
motion was carried to lay the motion to postpone on the table. The first item 
was adopted; the second item was adopted unanimously by a rising vote; the 
third item, relating to the appointment of an Agent for the Iowa Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, was adopted. 

The report was then adopted, and the Secretary was instructed to inform the 
Bishop of the action. 

A resolution, favoring the reduction, at the next Conference, of the number 
of Presiding Elders’ Districts to four or five, was laid on the table. 

Dr. McCabe w£ts invited to address the Conference, and made an appeal in 
behalf of the Metropolitan Methodist Church at Washington, D. C. A sub- 
scription was taken, which, om the authority of Dr. McCabe, fully meets the 
claims of that enterprise upon the Conference. 
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The officers of the Ladies’ and Pastors’ Christian Union were nominated 
and elected. (See Offiers of Conference Societies.) 

The Conference took a recess of ten minutes. After the recess the Conference 
reconvened, Bishop Simpson in the chair. 

The Presiding Elders nominated the Visitors to the Iowa Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, and they were elected. (See Committees.) 

They also reported the distribution of the amount apportioned to the Confer- 
ence for the Episcopal Fund and General Conference expenses. 

The Bishop announced the transfer of C. H. Reynolds, a Probationer, from 
the Des Moines Conference. 

On motion, W. H. H. Pillsbury was appointed to arrange with the railroads 
for special rates for those attending the next session of the Conference. 

The following resolutions were adopted : 

Resolved, That we record our gratitude to God for the preservation of the 
life of our beloved Senior Bishop^ and that he has been permitted again to visit 
our Conference. His kindness and skill as a Presiding Officer, his instructive 
and eloquent pulpit ministrations, his wise counsel to the candidates for ad- 
mission, and his genial and courteous bearing in all his intercourse with us, 
have contributed to make this session of our Conference most pleasant and profit- 
able. Our prayers shall follow him, that the evening may be brighter than the 
morning or the noon-day. And it will afford us. great pleasure if, in arranging 
the Episcopal Plan, he can again preside over us. 

Resolved, 1st. That the thanks of this Conference are due to the citizens of 
Burlington, and to the official members of the First M. E. Church, for the ample 
provisions made for our comfort and convenience; and. 

Resolved, 2d. To Rev. G. C. Haddock, for his tireless efforts to make our 
stay, during the session, a pleasant one. 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Conference are due to the various Railroad 
'Companies, centering in Burlington, for favors, in the form of reduced fare; and 
also to the daily papers of this city for excellent reports of our proceedings. 

Resolved, That the Preachers of the Conference be instructed to report to 
the next Conference the names of all contributors to the Missionary Society, 
with the amounts contributed, to be pubhshed in the Conference Minutes, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the Discipline. 

A motion prevailed that after the reading of the minutes and the appoint- 
ments, the Conference adjourn sine die. 

The minutes of the afternoon session were read and approved. 

Bishop Simpson announced the 816th hymn, commencing,

To different climes repair,” 

which was sung, and Dr. McCabe led in prayer. 

The Bishop briefly addressed the Conference, after which the appointments 
of the Preachers were read. 

Notices were given by the Presiding Elders, and the Conference adjourned, * 
after singing the doxology, with the benediction by the Bishop.

The committee, to whom was referred the subject of Camp Ground, have had 
the same under careful consideration, and would beg leave to report — 

That we are deeply impressed with the importance of securing some appro- 
priate place to which our people can come in annual assemblage for Religious, 
Intellectual and Social advancement. And as the coming year is our Centennial 
year, and as this thought of establishing a Camp Ground, to become in time similar 
to Clear Lake, Lake Bluff, or even Chautauqua, has been spoken of, it has met 
with such unexpected favor from men of large means and influence, and as it is 
believed by the committee, that valuable grounds, admirably adapted to such 
purposes, can be secured without e^ense to the Conference We therefore, in 
earnest hope that this Conference will avail itself of this golden opportunity to 
lay the foundation for a permanent Assembly Ground for the promotion of in- 
telligence and religion within the bounds of the Iowa Conference, submit the 
following : 

Resolved, That T. E. Corkhill, J. T. Simmons, J. W. McDonald, C. F. 
Williams, R. T. Root, William Price, Samuel Clark, James A Lee and E. A. 
Gibbs be and are hereby appointed a Board of Trustees, for the purpose of re- 
tjeiving and holding any suitable site on the Mississippi Rapids, and any means 
that may be donated for the improvement of said grounds, and to expend the 
same in fitting up said grounds preparatory to the holding of a grand Centennial 
Camp Meeting at said place some time during the coming season, and to do such 
other acts as they may deem necessary to carry into effect the object herein 
contemplated.

V. REPORT OF CENTENNIAL COMMITTEE. 

Your Committee on Observance of the Centennial of American Methodism, 
beg leave to report. 

1. We recommend that special efforts be made to carry out the suggestions 
of the Bishops, respecting the connectional enterprises of the Church, giving 
greatest prominence to our general educational interests. 
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2. We recommend the Iowa Wesleyan University as deserving special at- 
tention during this year, with the following plan of operation for the endow- 
ment of the Iowa Wesleyan University during the Centennial and foUowmg 
years. 

Your committee are convinced that, at this time, our Conference Institution 
is in need of three things: First, The prayerful sympathy of the Church 

within the bounds of the Conference. Second, The youth of the Church and 
its friends to crowd its classes and halls. Third, The hberal endowment of the 
University, the erection of suitable buildings, and the gathering of suitable 
museum, library and other requisites for a first-class institution of learning. 

METHOD OR PLAN FOR SECURING THESE ENDS. 

1. As soon as possible after Conference let the Presiding Elders of the Dis- 
tricts, with some of the Ministers and Quarterly Conferences, call, at sonie suita- 
ble center, a mass educational convention, composed of all the Ministers, 
Officiary and other laymen of the District who can or will attend. 

2. Let the Convention be organized by the election of officers of an Educa- 
tional Society, cosisting of a President, Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer, 
who shall hold their offices for one year, or until their successors are elected. At 
this Convention also the Layman shall be nominated for election at the next An- 
nual Conference, who shall represent the District upon the Board of Trustees. 
This method of nomination would give representation to all the prayers, sym- 
pathies and gifts of the people composing each of the Districts. 

3. Let each of the Districts at its Convention, by and with the advice of the 
College President or Agent, assume to endow a chair of the Institution, not yet 
endowed or selected for that purpose, or erect a building, or endow or raise a 
fund for a library or museum. By bequests, by donations of sums of various 
amounts, let each Convention raise the sum required in whole or in part. 

Furthermore, let there be a plan made out for an Educational Convention to 
be held in each of the Pastoral Charges in every District, to be attended by at 
least one other Minister beside the Pastor. Each P^toral Charge shall be or- 
ganized into an Educational Society, having officers similar to the District organ- 
ization. All moneys collected, as weU as notes given or other donations or 
bequests, are to be forwarded to the Treasurer of the District Educational 
Society as soon as possible, and by him to the Treasurer of the College as soon 
as possible or convenient. 

4. Let this plan extend through a period of five years, and, as far as possible, 
let each member of the Church in the Conference be solicited to give a note for 
the payment of one dollar a year for five years. This alone, if carefuUy operated, 
would place a sum of at least $50,000 in the treasury, if only one-half of our 
members responded. Then let other sums be solicited until we would seek for 
and ask gifte of hundreds and thousands. Let the .present pitiable method of 
taking up nickel collections be abandoned. 

5. The agents in carrying on this work are: First, The Presiding Elders. 
Second, The College President or Agent co-operating. Third, The Preachers. 
Fourth, The women and laymen of the Church, and the Educational Committee 
appointed by each Quarterly Conference. 

6. The ends sought are the prayers of the Church, its sympathies, its co- 

operation, organized effort, the diffusion of educational intelligence, by sermons, 
addresses, and the circulation of appropriate hterature, the youth of the Church 
for training in our halls, suitable buildmgs and one hundred thousand dollars to 
be placed in the treasury within five years. _ 
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7. This plan is in harmony with our existing agencies, is simple, and only 
needs that we should believe the Word of God, ^en it says, “This is the 
victory, even your faith.” 

8. In pursuance of previous action of this Conference, we would recommend 
that among the objects for the benevolence of the Church the creation of a fund 
for estabh'shing in this country Missions among the Enghsh-speaking Roman 
CathoHcs. 

9. That we renew our efforts, begun in 1876, to raise an Endowment Fund 
for our Superannuated Preachers, and the widows and orphans of our deceased 
Preachers, of sufficient amount to yield aU our Conference claimants a comfort- 
able support. We believe this can be easily done, and there is, in our opinion, 
no enterprise of the Church that should be regarded' as having a superior claim 
upon our sympathies, and our contributions. God and man hold us responsible 
for making a better provision for those whose lives have been given in the ser- 
vice of the Church, when they come to the time of need. 



10. That we offer as part of our report the report of the Special Committee 
on Centennial Camp Ground, to which report we refer you.

1. REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

Your Committee on Education, after considering such matters as have come 
before them, would report: 

1. That, under the circumstances, we deem it unadvisable to appoint a 
College Agent the ensuing year. 

2. That we are gratified at the wide observance of Children’s Day, and 
recommend that, wherever practicable, appropriate recognition of the day be 
made. 

3. We are glad, also, to note an increase, though small, of the Educational 
Collection this year. 

4. Such matters as were referred to this committee from the Report of the 
Secretary of the Board were by us referred to the Committee on Centenary of 
the Church. 

5. That one nominated by the Presiding Elders from each Presiding Elders’ 
District be chosen as Conference Visitors to the University for next year. 

By Order of Committee. 

2. EDUCATIONAL REPORT. 

Whereas, It has been intimated that if the Iowa Conference would assume 
or become responsible for the indebtedness of the Iowa Wesleyan University, say 
$7,000, and if the Alumnal Society would increase the endowment of their Chair 
to $20,000, that the citizens of Mt. Pleasant would erect and complete a Chapel, 
at a cost of not less than $20,000; therefore,

3. REPORT OP THE SECRETARY OP THE BOARD OP TRUSTEES OP THE IOWA 

WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Iowa Annual Conference, to be held in 
Burlington, September 5th, A. D. 1883: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — In discharge of a duty enjoined upon 
the Secretary of the Iowa Wesleyan University, I have the honor to present you. 
this, the twenty-ninth annual report of said institution, it being for the college 
year ending June 20th, A. D. 1883. 

And in so doing, I desire gratefully to acknowledge the goodness of God in 
counting us worthy, putting us into the ministry, and opening up before us such 
a wide field of usefulness as that which we have been permitted to occupy. 

I For unto us has been committed, not only a dipensation of the Gospel, but 

i also the duty of providing for the sanctified education of the young people of 

this portion of the country. 

j And inasmuch as we are now on the eve of the Centennial year of the M. E. 

! Church in America, I may be pardoned for referring briefly to the history of this 

noble institution. 

Whatever may be said in derogation of the policy of multiplying literary 
institutions in our state, I am happy to say that the Iowa Conference is not 
\ chargeable in this respect. 

The report herewith submitted is that of the pioneer institution west of the 
Mississippi river. It was bom in the dim twilight of our territorial morning, A. 
D. 1844, and was the first to open its halls to those seeking an education in Iowa. 
It was at that time the property of a private corporation, and was known as the 
“ Mt. Pleasant Collegiate Institute.” This private corporation in 1849 tendered 
the Institute to the M. E. Church, on condition that the Church would make of 
it an institution of high collegiate grade. 

In 1850 the offer was accepted, the pledge was given, and the property duly 
transferred, the Iowa Annual Conference becoming now the corporators, and 
placing it under the control of a Board of Tnistees. 

At the request of this Board of Trustees, the General Assembly of the state,* 
in the winter of 1854-55, granted an amendment of the charter obtained from 
the Territorial Legislature of 1844, and changed the name from Mt. Pleasant 
Collegiate Institute to that of Iowa Wesleyan University, conferring upon it all 
the rights and privileges of such an institution, the present report being the 
twenty-ninth under its new name. 

But the work of building up a university in that early day among the pioneer 
settlers of a new country, that in their poverty were struggling with the priva- 
tions of frontier life, was no easy task. 

Yet in view of the pledge which they had given, and trusting firmly in the 
God that had led them here, and placed this work in their hands, they went 
bravely forward. 
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A new building was erected, at a cost of near $25,000; apparatus was pro- 
vided; a Faculty was organized; and the work in good earnest was begun. 

But owing to the very small number of inhabitants in the state at that time, 
and the poverty of the people, the income was so much less than the expendi- 
ture, that in a little time the institution was in debt over $20,000. And now in 
order that this indebtedness might be cancelled, it was proposed to divide it 
equally between the members of the Iowa Conference and the citizens of Mt. 
Pleasant. This was agreed to, and at the Conference of 1856, twenty-six mem- 
bers of that body came forward and gave their pledge for $400 each; four others 
pledged $200 each; thus making an aggregate of $11,200 pledged by the Con- 
ference. 

But inasmuch as there was no endowment, and the income from tuition was 
insufficient to meet the current expense, it became necessary to either close the 
school or contract a further debt and rely upon the Church for relief in the fiiture. 

After mature dehberation the latter course was adopted, and through that 
memorable year of 1857, when the currency of the country became almost worth- 
less, and through the terrible years of the slaveholders’ rebellion, the Iowa Wes- 
leyan went steadily forward, sending out from her halls year by jear her grad- 
uates, and honestly and earnestly endeavoring to keep faith with the public, and 
redeem the sacred pledge which she had given. 

Although she has not yet attained that solid footing where she can stand 
without help, yet as the financial exhibits will show, she has not run in vain, 
neither labors in vain. 

The past year has been a year of success, nothing of special character having 
occurred to interrupt the general peace and harmony of the school. 

Under the wise and prudent management of the President, Dr. Spaulding, 
assisted by the members of the Faculty, everything was made to contribute to 
the efficiency and thoroughness of the work. So that it may be safely said that 
the work of the last year will compare favorably with that of any previous year. 

The attendance of the past year was two hundred and eighty-two students, 
and were distributed as follows : 

Seniors, 9; Juniors, 6; Sophomores, 17; Freshmen, 41; unclassified, 48, 
Academical Department, 103; the remaining number being in the Conservatory 
of Music. 

At the meeting of the Board of Trustees, in June last, the following degrees 
were conferred upon the following number of persons, to- wit: 

Six persons received the degree of B. S. 

Three persons received the degree of A. B. 

Two persons received the degree of A. M. 

One person received the degree of M. S. 

One person received the degree of D. Mus. 

Two persons received the degree of D.D. 

In regard to the question' of unification of Methodist Colleges in Iowa, the 
committee appointed a year ago, consisting of Drs. Spaulding and Coxe and W. 
I. Babb, Esq., submitted their report; but after careful consideration of the 
subject, and discussing it at some length, the Board failed to reach any definite 
conclusion in regard to it. 

With reference to endowment they resolved to endeavor to increase the en- 
dowment to one hundred thousand dollars within the coming year, and in regard 
to an agent to take charge of this work, they appointed Dr. Cowles and Rev. 
Blakeney to confer with the Executive Committee upon the subject, and report 
their action to this Conference. 
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NEW BUILDINGS. 

I 

I beg leave again to call the attention of the Conference to the indispensable 
necessity of new buildings. 

As stated in my last report, nearly a whole generation has gone by since the 
present buildings were erected. 

We have nothing, whatever, in the shape of room in which to hold our Com- 
mencement Exercises. 

We have nothing fit, scarcely, to be used even as a chapel. It was suggested 
by a committee at the last meeting of the Board, that if the Conference would 
provide for the present indebtedness, say seven thousand dollars, and the 
Alumnal Society would, during the coming year, raise the endowment of their 
chair to twenty thousand, the citizens of Mt. Pleasant and of Henry County 
would complete a chapel to cost not less than twenty thousand dollars. 

This suggestion, if carried into effect, would add greatly to the efficiency of 
the Institution and to its infiuence abroad. It is earnestly hoped that the Con- 
ference may adopt measures to secure this desirable end.

1. We recognize the Freedmen’s Aid Society as becoming more and more 
important to the cause of Christ and humanity in our Nation, and note with 
^atitude the special Divine blessing on the work of the Society, as shown by the 
increased collections from the Conferences to the general fund, and to the en- 
dowment of her institutions of learning, the growing number of self-sustaining 
schools, the large increase of students attending these schools, and the high 
character of the work accomplished in all the departments of the Society. 

2. The work now being done by the Society is but the beginning of that de- 
manded at our hands in the Southern field. Over 400,000 of our members, most of

last General Conference in extending the work of the Society to the whites, and 
we believe it would be wise to so change the name and purposes of the Society 
as to give it supervision of our entire Southern educational work. 

4. The Bishops recommend that this Society be an object of special effort 
and contributions during the Centennial year of 1884, and we, therefore, ur^e 
that the Church use its best efforts to raise the sum of $250,000 asked for by this 
Society, as our offering to the Southern work. 

5. We call the attention of the Pastors to the disciplinary requirements 
touching the presenting of the claims of the Society and the collection to be 
taken. 

6. We would commend the able address of Dr. Hartzell, at our anniver- 
sary, and cordially indorse his noble efforts in behalf of the Lord’s poor, white 
and black, in the South.

, A — REV. PETER FERREE HOLTZINGER. 

&Rev. Peter Ferree Holtzinffer was bom in Adams county Pennsylvania, Jan- 
uary 6th, 1816; was converted and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
1836; in 1840 he moved to Ohio, and in 1841 was hcensed to preaxih. He was 
admitted into the Ohio Conference on trial 1843. His appointments were as 
follows: 1843, Union; 1844r45, Lewisburg; 1846, Troy; 1847-48, Marysville; 1849, 
Mechanicsbur^; 1850-51, Germantown Circuits. In 1852 he was transfemed to 
the Cincinnati Conference and appointed to Richman; 1853, Laurel Circuits; 

1854, he was transferred to the Iowa Conference, where he continued to labor, 
as health would allow, as follows: 1854-55, Mt. Pleasant Circuit; 1856, Salem; 

1857, Fairfield; 1858-59, Marshall; 1860-61, Crawfordsville; 1862, Libertyville; 
1863-64, Glasgow; 1865-6&-67 he sustained a superannuated relation ; he was 
made eftective after three years rest, and in 1868-9 labored on Oakland Circuit; at 
the close of his pastorate on this charge he was again compelled to ask a super- 
annuated relation, but in 1871 was made effective and sent to Canaan ; 1872, ♦ 

Glendde; 1873 he retired to the superannuated list for the third time. In 
1876 he was again made effective and sent to West Point, where he remained . 
two years; 1878-79, Troy; 1880-1, Winchester. Notwithstanding his devotion to 
the (iuse of the Master, and his love for the ministry that led him to say with 
positive emphasis, 

“ His only righteousness I show, 

His saving truth proclaim: 

’Tis all my business here below 
To cry, Behold the Lamb! , 

“ Happy, if with my latest breath, 

I may but gasp His name; 

Preach Him to all, and cry in death. 

Behold, behold the Lamb I” 

Through failing health he was compelled, for the fourth time, to ask a superannu- 
ated relation, which he sustained until his release from pain and labor. He had ^ 
moved to Omaha, Nebraska, where, from the residence of his son-in-law, A. B. 
Bryant, he quietly and peacefully passed from earth to the privileges of the 
Church triumphant. May 20th, 1883. Brother Holtzmger was a profitable 
Preacher; his exposition of the Word was clear and impressive; he was too re- 
tiring to take an active part in public deliberations, but in the pulpit he spoke 
with confidence and authority, advocating the cause of truth with such clearness 
as to convinco tho th.ough.tful, and loarlGssnoss, as to ^causG its rejectors to 
tremble. 

He was an industrious Christian gentleman and a faithful Pastor Whffe 
he did not blaze in the pulpit, in his intercourse with the members of his 
charge, and even in his social relations with the world, he let his hght so shme 
that men saw his good works, and not only respected him for his works safe, 
but doubtless many, through his- upright living, were brought to embrace the 
truth. He was ever true to his convictions. 
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In his home life he was as even and consistent as in his ministerial relations. 
In 1843 he was married to Miss Mary Ann Housel, who still survives him. As 
a husband and father he was gentle and affectionate; as a member of society 
scrupulously honest; as a Minister he was profitable, as a pastor faithful. 

The fragrance of his memory will long survive him .

B — MBS. ELMIRA R. B. ALLENDER. 

Elmira, wife of Rev. R. B. Allender, was bom August 16, 1820, in Wells 
Valley, Bedford county, Pennsylvania, and died at her home in Bloomfield, Iowa, 
April 7, 1883. 

She was the youngest daughter of Joseph and Sytha Frazey; was converted 
and joined theM. E. Church in early childhood, and early taught to love old- 
fashioned Methodism, which in Jesus Christ was her joy and crown for more 
than fifty years. 

She was married to her now bereaved husband, July 6th, 1839, and on the 
10th of the following October, bade adieu to her kmdred and the home of her 
childhood, and with her husband emigrated to the then Territory of Iowa, in 
which she has ever sinca resided. 

On arriving at their new home, they built a log cabin northeast of Fairfield, 
Jefferson county, and at once proceeded to organize a society, and formed a class 
of eleven members, Brother Allender being appointed leader, and Sister 
Allender being one of its most efficient workers, and their cabin constituting the 
house of worship, which, for several years, was the regular preaching place for 
that neighborhood. 

When her husband was thrust out into the itinerant ministry, most cheer- 
fully did she surrender the comforts of her now comfortable and pleasant home, 
that she might assist her husband in winning souls to Christ. Only those who 
knew her best in these labors of love can fully appreciate her value as a laborer 
in God’s vineyard. Of her it might be truthfully said; 

She “ tried each art, reproved each dull delay. 

Allured to brighter worlds and led the way.” 

She was eminently successful in instructing penitents in the way to Christ, 
and many doubtless will rise to call her blessed, as being the instrument in lead- 
ing them to the Lamb of God that taketh away the sin of the world. 

-For five weary years she was a suffering invalid, yet through all these years 
of affliction she endured as seeing Him who is invisible, and as believing that 
the sufferings of this present time are not worthy to be compared with the glory 
which is in store for the faithful. Her tods and sorrows are ended. Her record 
is in Heaven. She has left the Church militant and has joined the Church 
triumphant. 

She leaves her husband and five children for a time to mourn her departure; 
but their loss is her gain, and her earnest hope was that they may all join her in 
the sweet by and by. She has fought the good fight, finished her course, and 
kept the faith, obtained the crown. Home at last, a dutiful and faithful wife, 
an affectionate, loving mother, and a diligent and successful Christian laborer.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Your Committee on the State of the Church respectfully submits the fol- 
lowing report : 

First. While we cannot report the highest degree of prosperity, we rejoice 
in the large measure of success that the Church has achieved within the bounds 
of our Conference during the past year. 

Second. Our literature has had a greatly increased circulation in our Sun- 
day Schools, and in the homes of our people, increasing their intelligence, and 
bringing them into more hearty sympathy with the work of the Church. 

Yet we believe that greater things will have to be accomplished in this 
direction before even a majority of our people shall be brought mteUigently to 
co-operate with us in our Church enterprises. 

Third. We believe that as a Church we ought to speak out more definitely 
against the prevailing sins of this generation, and especially against the sin of 
intemperance. 

We ought to teach that no Christian, either by voice or vote, can consistently 
aid the liquor traffic, or any other vicious enterprise, either social or commercial. 

Fourth. We are convinced that we will never have the greatest possible 
success in building up the Church till all our people shall be brought to see that 
questionable social amusements — especially those forbidden in the discipline — 
are abandoned; and we hope the time \^1 soon come when dancing, card 
playing, theatre going and tne circus will be shunned by all our people as they 
now shun profanity and drunkenness. 

Fifth. Believing as we do that the work of the ministry is a high and holy 
calling, and so recognized by our people, it behooves the ministry to keep itself 
unspotted from the world; and hence we can only look with disapproval on the 
disposition manifested hy too many of our brethren in the ministry to turn aside 
and enga^ in speculations which may have to do with fictitious values, thus 
bringing humiliation aud disgrace upon the Church.

That, as a Conference, we look with approval upon the efforts now being 
made for Civil Service Reform, for the suppression of polygamy, for the 
total prohibition of the traffic in intoxicating drinks, for the suppression of cor- 
rupt literature, for bringing our foreign-born population under American and 
Christian influences, and that more vigorous efforts in all these directions are 
much to be desired. 

That we deprecate the spirit of lawlessness which expresses itself in mob 
violence, now so rife in some parts of the country, and suggest that our courts 
of justice would do well to vindicate the law by more prompt and efficient 
dealing with criminals. 

That we deprecate the state of political corruption now prevalent in elections, 
and would exhort all of our people to abstain from participation in any such 
schemes. 

That we rejoice in the attitude of the Christian Church to all the moral ques- 
tions of the day that have been distinctive in American politics, has been so 
wholly on the side of right as to compel the recognition and respect of all good 
men; and we earnestly trust that in the future, as in the past, she will not be 
intimidated by the cry that the Church must not meddle in politics. 

That we recommend our people, in all questions of mor^ reform, to make it 
a part of their religion to pray and act and vote for the triumph of the right.

The Electoral Conference of Laymen to the Iowa Conference met in the base- 
ment of the church Friday mormng, September 7, at 10 o’clock, and was called 
to order by Dr. L. F. Ellsworth, of Oskaloosa. 

Brother William Crasson lead the Conference in prayer by invoking the 
Divine blessing. 

On motion, Brother William Crasson was elected temporary chairman, and 
Brother J. B. McCurdy temporary secretary.

On motion, the Conference adjourned until 2 o’clock. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 



The Lay Conference was called to order, and the Committee on Permanent 
Organization reported C. A. Lisle for Chairman, and J. B. McCurdy, Secretary. 
The report was adopted. 

A motion was made to proceed to the election of two delegates to the Gen- 
eral Conference, and two attemates. 

The Conference proceeded to take an informal ballot, (with the understanding 
that the names receiving the highest number of votes to be the candidates for del- 
egates, and the next two as alternates.) 

P. Ratliffe and W. Wilson, Jr., were appointed tellers. They were instructed, 
per motion, to throw out all ballots containing more than two names. 

The following named gentlemen were placed in nomination: Lindley Hoops, 
of Muscatine; J. C. Power, of Burlington; M. M. Waldon, of Centerville; Dr. 
L. F. Ellsworth, of Oskaloosa; J. M. Cathcart, of Knoxville; John Mahin, of 
Muscatine; Dr. D. A Hurst, of Oskaloosa; D. H. Emoiw, of Ottumwa; Robert 
Baxter, of Knoxville; C. F. Craver, of Grinnell; E. A. Gibbs, of Fort Madison. 

The informal ballot resulted as follows: Power, 25; Hurst, 19; Ellsworth, 
12; Waldon, 10; Emory, 16; Craver, 10; Hoops, 5; Mahin, 4; Cathcart, 5; Bax- 
ter, 5, and Gibbs, 3. 

Remarks were made by some of the. brethren not calculated to place Judge 
Power in a favorable light before the public. 

The first formal ballot was then taken, and resulted as follows : Hurst, 29; 
Power, 24; Emory, 18; Craver, 7; Ellsworth, 7; Waldon, 7; Baxter, 4; Cath- 
cart, 2; Gibbs, 1; Hoops, 6. 
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Dr. D. A. Hurst, of Oskaloosa, having received a majority of the votes cast, 
was declared elected a delegate to the General Conference. 

The election was then made unanimous. 

On motion, balloting was then suspended for discussion of proper candidates 
for the second delegate to the General Conference. 

Some of the delegates charged that Judge Power did not favor what is 
known as the “pastoral term;” that he was not a “genuine” Methodist, and 
that he was not a prohibitionist. 

Mr. W. Wilson, of Washin^n, took the floor and addressed the Conference 
in behalf of Judge Power. He said: Let it go out to the Press of Iowa that 
this charge has been made against him, and that he is to be branded because he 
is not a prohibitionist. Let the liquor men know that we have branded one in 
our midst for so shallow a cause, and prevented him from receiving the honor 
that was about to be conferred upon him. Judge Power had been attacked 
without reason or cause, and there is no one here to undertake his defense. 

Rev. I. P. Teter arose and stated that Judge Power favored the most extreme 
prohibitory measures. 

C. A. Lisle stated he run a strong prohibition paper in an anti-prohibition 
county, and occasionally he was compelled to tune its sentiments to the breeze. 
Such might be the case with Judge Power. 

Another delegate arose and stated there was no question as to the prohi- 
bition sentiments of Judge Power. 

The ballot was then taken and resulted as follows: D. H. Emory, of 
Ottumwa, 36; Judge Power, 16; L. F. Ellsworth, 4. 

Mr. Emory having received a majority of the votes cast, was declared elected 
delegate to the General Conference. 

On motion, Judge Power and Dr. Ellsworth were then unanimously elected 
alternates. 

A motion to adjourn for twenty minutes, while the Committee on Resolutions 
were engaged in the preparation of resolutions for either the acceptance or re- 
jection of the Lay Conference, then prevailed. 

At this period the Chairman, introduced Rev. B. H. Badley, our Missionary 
to India, who gave us a short pointed address upon this subject. 

'Hie committee having completed the labor assigned it, and the delegates 
having re-assembled, the following resolutions tthe majority report of the com- 
mittee) were read to the Conference: 

Your Committee on Resolutions present the following: 

1. That the Lay Conference re-affirms the preamble and resolu- 
tions of the Iowa Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church on temperance. 

2. Resolved, That it is the sense of this Conference that the “ time limit ” of 
the Pastorate of the M. E. Church remain as it is. 

, 3. Resolved, That the Lay Conference of the M. E. Church do hereby peti- 
tion the President of the Iowa Annual Conference of the M. E. Church, at its 
session in 1884, to reduce the number of districts in our Conference to four. 

Pierce Ratlifie then presented the following minority report: 

Whereas, It seems to us that the laymen of the church are interested in 
the length of the pastoral term, as well as the ministry; therefore, be it 
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Resolved, That the Lay Electoral Conference of the Iowa Annual Confe^ 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church do hereby memorialize the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church to amend at its next session paragraph 
160, section 3, of our Discipline, so that our Pastors may remmn four consecutive 
years in one charge. We also wish to state as our conviction that the entire 
removal of the limit of our pastoral term would be very detrimental to the in- 
terests of our church. 

It was moved and seconded the minority report be laid on the table. 

The chair ruled the motion out of order. 

Mr. Wilson inquired of the chair by what parliamentary rules he arrived at 
that conclusion? 

It was moved and carried that the Lay Conference take up the majority report 
and adopt it resolution by resolution. 

The following amendment to the minority report was made: “ In case the 
congregation, pastor and Conference agree to the same.” 

The first and second resolutions of the majority report were then adopted. 

A motion was then made that the third resolution be adopted; which, after 
considerable discussion, was lost. 

A motion to the effect that the third resolution be tabled was carried. 

The Conference then returned a vote of thanks to the citizens of Burlington 
for their kindness and efforts to provide entertainment for them, and to the 
Railroad Companies for reduced fare. 

The following resolution, presented by E. Sampson, was adopted: 

Resolved, That as a Lay Conference we would declare our appreciation of 
the Central Christian Advocate, and will labor for its interests; and tha,t we 
also express our high appreciation of our Sunday School Papers and Periodicals. 

The Secretary was instructed to furnish a copy of the Proceedings of t^ 
body to the Secretary of the Iowa Annual Conference for publication in the Min- 
utes of the Conference; also to the Central Christian Advocate for publication. 

The Secretary then read the Minutes of the moniing and afternoon sessions, 
and the Lay Conference a^’oumed, with the benediction.
